Miss Postell plans to retain her 
home in Atlanta following her volun- 
tary retirement. 

Her connection with the schdol sys- 
tem has been one of varied experi- 
ences. Coming to the city in June, 
1900, from Fulton county, where she 
had taught for three years, she began 
her work in Atlanta as a supernum- 
erary. In September of the same year 
she was elected a regular teacher in 


the third grade of the West End 
school. From 1901 until 1904 she 


taught the second grade of the Cal- 
houn school, At the close of that year 
she was made the assistant principal 
of the Bell Street school. On June 
28, 1904, she was assigned to the Fra- 
ser Street school as assistant princi- 
pal, where she remained until Decem- 
ber, 1907. At the death of Miss Myr- 
tice Smith she became the principal 
of the school. 

In September, 1911, she was trans- 
ferred to the Girls’ High school as 
head of the normal department, where 
she remained until September, 1914. 
She was then elected principal of the 
Lee Street school and of the Atlanta 
Normal Training school. Many promi- 
nent teachers now in the Atlanta sys- 
tem were students at the Normal 
school during the time she was prin- 
cipal. On August 8, 1921, she was 
elected as the elementary supervisor, 
which position she held until Jan- 
uary, 1923. At this time she was 
made the assistant superintendent of 
schools in charge of elementary af- 
fairs, where she remained until her 
retirement.

Announcement by Comptroller 
General Harrison that state gaso- 
line tax collections increased by 
$60,000 during October over the 
amount received from the same 
source during September, is an- 
other indication of the steady drift 
back to normalcy now taking place 
in Georgia along all lines of 
business, 


The $60,000 increase in gas tax 
returns means that a million gal- 
lons more gas was uSed.in the state 
during last month than for the pre- 
ceding month. 


Few better barometers of in- 
creased business activity are to be 
found than in the reports of gaso- 
line sales. More deliveries of mer- 
chandise means the necessary con- 
sumption of more gasoline, while 
more frequent and longer pleasure 
trips tell the story of swelling fam- 
ily exchequers. 


Federal reserve bank reports dur- 
ing the past several months have 
reflected the revivifying influence 
being felt by both retail trade and 
industrial concerns from the steady 
and sound increase in trade in this 
district. 


We are not yet out of the de-

Rendering Unto 


Caesar. 

An Atlanta reader of this column 
has sent me a letter in answer to an 
item that appeared some weeks ago. 
He points out, in all kindness, that I 
am grossly mistaken in “identifying 
Christianity with opposition to mili- 
tarism” and cites the well-known 
text: “Render unto Caesar what is 
Caesar's and unto God what is 
God's” 

In answer I would like to say that 
we must not tear the text out of its 
surroundings. Some men came _ to 
Jesus with a catch-question in the 
hope of forcing Him either to assume 
a revolutionary attitude or to make 
Him unpopular with the people. He 
refuses to discuss the matter. But He 
asks for a dinar and points to the 
likeness of Caesar on that coin. Ac- 
cording to antique ways of thinking 
a coin bearing the effigy of the mon- 
arch was the monarch’s. property. 
Therefore Jesus says that it is right 
to return the coin to Caesar. 


In other words He is referring to 
the coin and to nothing else. The 
emphasis of His words falls on the 
second part of the text: “Render unto 
God what is God’s.” That is what He 
came to teach and that is what He 
taught. To extract from this text a 
sort of justification for the payment 
of taxes for armament and milita- 
rism is going a little too far. 

My eminent and reverend contra- 
dictor further points to the favorable 
light that is thrown upon the few 
military men mentioned in the New 
Testament. J] admit that they are 
sympathetic figures. But that again 
is no justification for the militaristic 
spirit. The militatry spirit originat- 
ed and grew only there where the 
state became indifferent to religion 
or anti-Christian and did not recog- 
nize any other right but its own all- 
mightiness. 

When society returns to Christ 
and His teachings, militarism will 
vanish with all things that dishonor 
and degrade mankind. é

We have just about reached the point 
where 10 per cent of the people own 
90 per cent of the wealth and re- 
sources of the country. 


“Another indictment that we 
have financed ourselves into these 
hard times. And I am coming more 
and more to believe that this is one 
of tle most serious maladjustments 
in the machinery of our civilization. 
This centralization of wealth and pow- 
er in too few hands is largely being 
accomplished ‘through mergers, con- 
solidations, confbinations and the hold- 
ing company, devices through which 
public service &orporations and other 
corporations ar@ pyramiding securities 
and making the high cost of ‘finance 
too heavy a Ildad for agriculture, 
transportation, Mining, manufactur- 
ing and merchabdising to. bear.

Health Talks

THE UBIQUITOUS PNEUMO- 
' COCCUS 


Like a more highly organized and 
quite credible creature, the Pneu- 
mococcus has no wings at all but he 
gets there just the same. : 

Rosenow has found this germ in 
the blood of the patient within 12 
hours after the initial chill of onset 
of the pneumonia. Unquestionably the 
germ invades the blood before the 
It is invasion of the 
blood by the pneumonia germs that 
produces the chill—not the chill that 
causes pneumonia. 

The pneumococcus is kin to the no- 
torious streptococcus of septicemia, 
septic sore throat, blood poisoning. 
In the early stage or onset of any 
of these septic infections a chill .or 
chilliness is quite the rule. 

The finding of the pneumococcus 
by blood culture does not more the 
patient has pneumonia. he same 
germ has been found in the blood in 
many eases of—note this—tonsilitis, 
acuate middle ear infection, acute 
arthritis. But the finding of the 
pneumococcus in the blood, and the 
absence of other germs, does not prove 
that the illness is caused by the pneu- 
mococcus, whether it be pneumonia, 
arthritis, or sore throat. These are 
but a few of the illnesses which are 
often caused by the identical germ 
that causes acute pneumonia. 

Some of our glib “drugless” healers, 
cult promoters and hanky-panky mer- 
chants occasionally scout the “germ 
theory” when holding forth on the 
nature and cause and cure of pneu- 
monia and other respiratory diseases, 
and confound the dumb audience by 
demanding to know where the germs 
come from that cause the pneumonia 
of a lone trapper in his isolated cabin 
in the wilderness, or something like 
that. The answer is even simpler— 
such an isolated person never has 
pneumonia, It has never been known 
to happen, outside of story books. 

Suppose a person harbored pneu- 
mococci in his mouth constantly, as 
many of us do. Would such a per- 
son be able to get any pneumococecus 
illness from his own pneumococci? 
No. That, too, has never been known 
to happen. So if you're ever caught 
out in the wet and cold and all alone, 
you need not. worry about. getting 
pneumonia or anything as a _ result 
of the chilling or exposure, so long as 
no one brings you a nice “starter” or 
virulent pneumococci. 

Pleurisy, appendicitis, acute peri- 
tonitis, acute pericarditis, acute endo- 
carditis and vallvular involvement and 
acute coryza, are other examples of 
pneumococcus infection in many 
Cases.

Increase in Unemployment 
Checked During November 


BY CHARLES M. MeCANN. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(UP) 
The rate of increase of unemployment 
was checked during November and 
was seasonally lower than even in 
the most prosperous years, although 
the actual number of unemployed in 
industry was brought to a new high 
level, William Green, president of the 
a rican Federation of Labor, said 
oday 

The October-early November period 
was the first since last February in 
which the rate of unemployment in- 
crease was not more than normal, 
Green peinted out. 


Green estimated the total unemploy- 
ed union members at 20 per cent. 


The check in the rate of increase, 
he said, “may be due largely to ef- 
forts to keep men at work.” 

Part of the check on increase, Green 
said, undoubtedly was due to efforts 
of trade unions to provide for their 
members. 

“Already there are 6,000,000 out of 
work,” he said.” Unemployment in 
industry increased by 120, last 
month, and 300,000 were laid off on 
farms (the usual November layoff is 
480,000).

and industries in December and from

Community Chest drives have brought 
in $36,000,000 so far, which is 14 
per cent more than Jast year, he esti- 
mated. He added “we are told that

“Thus only 30 per cent, or $11,000,- 
000, is available for the unemployed,” 
Green said. “Compare this with the 
$11,000,000,000 that wage earners 
have jiost this year.” 

Federal reserve report issued to- 
day supplemented Green’s statement, 
noting general trends in_ industry. 
Production and unemployment in 
manufacturing industries declined 


during October, it was said, and out- 
put of minerals increased more than 
seasonally. Steel output remained un- 
changed, whereas it usually increases ; 
agricultural production declined; au- 
tomobile production declined sharp- 
ly, and production ‘of shoes and wool- 
ens showed Jittle change, whereas an 
increase is usual.

Italian Visitor Tells 
America World Must 
Lay Down Its Weapons.

‘Hope for the world to start laying 
down arms finds “much encourage- 
ment’ in America’s support, Dino 
Grandi, Italian foreign minister, told ; 
the foreign policy association teday. : 

In an address, broadcast by radio, | 
Signor Grandi declared that the’ 
world’s pledge to disarm, implied in} 
| the peace treaties must be fulfilled 
because it is “inconceivable” that the 
i'vanquished nations of the World War 
should remain “tied” while the victors 
| had tnrestricted freedom to increase 
jmilitary strength. 

The foreign minister, a 
| young war hero and right-hand man 
of Mussolini, pleaded the cause of 
peace and justice among nations as 
the only approach to solution of world 
economic and financial troubles. 

He promised for Italy “all 
strength and all our heart” at the 
Geneva disarmament conference in 
February in support of American ef- 
forts to reduce the dangers of war. 

Nothing “spectacular,” he said, 
should be expected but “‘we, for our 
part, will be satisfied if it (the con- 
ference) succeeds in stopping the com- 
petition of armaments and in making 
a first start toward reduction.” 

He referred to the long-standing 
naval differences between France and 
Italy, saying he is “still wishing and 
{hoping for a final settlement.” This, 
ihe indicated, must be based on Italy's 
‘demand for theoretical parity, but at 
ithe lowest possible level. 
| Signor Grandi gave three points as 
| the guideposts of Italian policy along 
;the disarmament road “toward prog- 
-ress.”’ They were: 
| 1. Nations signing the peace treaties 
lor the League covenant made a “sol- 
‘'emn pledge” to disarm, definitely im- 
‘plied in the preliminary disarmament 
of the vanquished powers. 

2. Security for a nation is. possible 
only through disarmament and arbi- 
tration. Security through military 
strength would mean a nation must 
be as strong as all others combined, 

3. Only by disarmament can there 
be quieted the widespread. disquietude 
as to world peace, especially in 
Europe. 

The address was the climax of a 
leisurely Thanksgiving Day for the 
distinguished visitor. He observed the 
American holiday by spending the 
morning in his hotel, Tunching with 
Henry P. Fletcher, former ambassa- 
dor to Italy, and attending the for- 
eign policy reception, at which he 
spoke.
